Priests’ Protest

Video censorship . .. talk of the trade for several 
months... took the form of reality the other day in New 
York when a group of,Catholic priests teok “steps” against 
a panel show which does not use a script. 

The show was not named spe- 
cifically. But, the churchmen 
are known to have put the 
“whammy” on the. show be- 
cause, they said, “random re- 
marks” could be sneaked in 
which would be “frowned upon” 
by the church. 

This action spurred efforts 
within the teevee industry to 
set up its own code of moral 
ethics—a plan which. has been 
under advisement for many 
months. Such a code would be 
patterned along the lines of the 
movies Johnston Office. 
Spokesmen for the trade feel 
such a move is necessary to 
“stave off outside interference.” 

The FCC controls material 
used on both radio and teevee.

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A Triumph for Fair Play 


There was a reassuring exhibition of 
fair play in the General Assembly yester- 
day when the House Municipal Govern- 
ment Committee defeated attempts to bot- 
tle up Plan of Improvement legislation 
and, despite a boycott by the chairman, 
recommended approval of 21 bills which 
will help make a greater metropolitan 
area. 


The Plan of Improvement twice has 
been indorsed by the voters. Bills before 
the Committee have the unanimous ap- 
proval of the Fulton and DeKalb delega- 
tions in the Legislature. As a matter of 
justice and legislative courtesy they ought 
to be passed. 


But Rep. Julian Bennett of Barrow 
County, chairman of the Municipal Gov- 
ernment Committee, wanted to hold pub- 
lic hearings, possibly with the intention of 
delaying action until it was too late for 
passage. Rep. Bennett reached into the air 
and brought out the charge the bills were 
“Communist inspired,” totally disregarding 
the fact that the Plan was drawn by a 
Commission authorized by the General As- 
sembly and made up of a group of the most 
responsible citizens of DeKalb and Fulton 
Counties. | 


Rep. Bennett also came forth with the 
unsolicited remark that there were rumors 
he had been “bought off” by certain groups 
and declared, vigorously, that this was 
untrue. 

Sen. Everett Millican of Fulton has 
charged on the floor of the Senate that 
Fulton Public Works Department em- 
ployees have been assessed to raise a fund 
to fight Plan of Improvement bills. It is 
known that certain of the County Com- 
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Peanut-Growing State 


Georgia has special reasons for observ- 
ing National Peanut Week. 

Peanuts account for 25 per cent of the 
State’s total farm income, standing only 
next to cotton in this respect. More pea- 
nuts are grown in Georgia than in any 
other State. In fact, Georgia’s production 
is close to one-third of the nation’s total. 

Not only have the State’s farmers bene- 
fited. Processing plants have been estab- 
lished in the peanut area which provide 
employment for thousands of persons at 
good wages. We have done with peanuts 
what we have failed to do with many of 
our other raw materials—established facili- 


ties for handling them from the field to 


the market. 


It is difficult to think of peanuts with- 
out also thinking of the late Dr. George 
Washington Carter, of Tuskegee Institute, 
who devoted much of his life to develop- 
ing new processes and uses for peanuts. 
He never missed an opportunity for dwell- 
ing upon the nutritive value of peanuts 
and it is due at least in part to his efforts 
that peanuts have become a highly prof- 
itable crop for the Southern States, nota- 
bly for about 25 counties in Southwest 
Georgia.

Too Much Divided 
Authority Already 


It would seem Gov. Talmadge would 
have had enough of the consequences of 
divided authority within State agencies. 


Recent flareups in the Department of: 


Education, where the Board is appointed 
by. the Governor and the Superintendent, 
the administrative officer, elected by the 
people, were caused primarily by. this 
division. : 

But now the Administration is sponsor- 
ing a bill which would achieve the same 
sort of breakdown—and probably with the 
same eventual results—in the Game and 
Fish Commission. As matters now stand, 
the Commission, appointed by the Gover- 
nor with approval of the Senate, names 
the Director. That is as it should be. The 
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missioners and county employees have 
been working hard to defeat the Plan, the 
essence of which is consolidation of vari- 
ous city and county functions. It would 
lessen the patronage power of County Com- 
missioners but it would eliminate dupli- 
cations in government and, in the long 
run, save taxpayers money. 

At the Committee meeting yesterday, 
Chairman Bennett declined to put a mo- 
tion offered by Rep. Willis Smith, of Car- 
rollton, and duly seconded, recommending 
approval of the bills. Instead, the chair- 
man demanded spectators be cleared out. 
Failing that, he attempted to adjourn the 
Committee. When the members kept their 
seats, the chairman stalked out. 

But if Rep. Bennett hoped that his 
Vishinsky-like boycott would stymie ac- 
tion, he was sorely disappointed. Rep. Leo 
Barber, of Moultrie, took the chair and 
promptly put the motion to the Committee. 
It was approved. 

It is a tribute to the fair-mindedness of 
Reps. Smith and Barber, as well as oth€r 
members of the Committee, that they re- 
fused to be swayed by Chairman Bennett’s 
unaccountable opposition to legislation 
which in no way affects his district or his 
constituents. The people of Atlanta and 
Fulton County have approved the Plan 
of Improvement. 

The Committee’s action, in refusing to 
allow the expressed wish of several hun- 
dred thousand persons to be blocked by 
the unexplained opposition of one legisla- 
tor, is in the best tradition of representa- 
tive government. 

_ We trust the House of Representatives 
as a body will follow its committee’s intel- 
ligent example.

Obviously, if the Governor names him 
the Director will be carrying out the Gov- 
ernor’s and not the Game and Fish Com- 
mission’s policies. The bill would hand 
over practical control of the agency to the 
Governor and the Commission would be 
left out in the cold despite the fact that 
it is a constitutional body. 

A more sensible proposal’ would be 
an amendment writing into the consti- 
tution the Commission’s power to name 
the Director. 

The fact that all 11 members of the 
Commission—all but two of whom were 
named by Gov. Talmadge—are against the 
bill is reason enough for the Legislature 
to turn it down. ? 
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Same Tragic Mistake 


Within the month at least twenty 
people have burned to death in home fires 
in Georgia. In some of these tragedies 
the cause of the fire was not known. But 
in at least two the story was the familiar 
one—kerosene or some other inflammable 
used carelessly in building a fire. 

The Pickens County Progress recorded 
one such incident, the death of a 32-year- 
old man, saying, “Mr, C—— picked up the 
can of fuel oil and poured some on the 
smoldering embers. The flames followed 
the oil fumes to the can and the explosion 
followed.” 

The same week end in Gwinnett 

County, at Buford, the same story—the 
only difference is the place and the names. 
Listen to The Buford Advertiser: “He 
poured fuel oi] into the heater, flames run- 
ning’ into the can he was holding, thus 
causing it to explode, setting him and the 
building on fire.” 
‘ Isn’t that enough to convince anyone 
that given the same set of circumstances 
the same tragic result is apt to follow? Yet 
each day hundreds of Georgians are risk- 
ing their lives, their homes, the lives of 
their loved ones by carelessness, criminal 
negligence even, in the handling of dan- 
gerous fuels.

The Next Month 
Should Tell 


WASHINGTON—It is perhaps too risky to 
venture a firm appraisal of recent military events 
in Korea which, on the whole, have been highly 

favorable to United Nations forces. The Chinese Communists have 
shown themselves in the past to be both resourceful and tricky and 
the meaning of their present retreat, in the face of the rather light 
offensive we have struck, remains to be fully revealed. 

Competent military observers are expressing the opinion, how- 
ever, that the weakness shown by the Reds in the past few weeks 
may be the result of the telling blows we have struck since the 
Chinese crossed the Yalu River and swept down into North Korea 
from Manchuria back in November. 

There is the statement the other day, for example, of Gen. 
Ridgway, commander of the Eighth Army, that the Chinese Com- 
munists, since Jan. 1, have lost at least 40,000 dead and 120,000 
wounded, not counting other losses thew must have suffered from 
frostbite and disease. 


Great Losses These are staggering figures, considering the 

limited forces we are employing. They rep- 
resent greater casualties than we have suffered throughout the 
Korean War from its beginning last June. It is reasonable to 
assume that in our retreat from North Korea we inflicted similar 
heavy damage on the invaders aligned against us. 

If the figures appear to be excessive, it can only be said that 
Gen. Ridgway has a reputation for being conservative in his esti- 
mates. Moreover, they were contained in a report he submitted 
to Gen. MacArthur, and it doesn’t stand to reason that he would 
be guilty of exaggeration at that source. 

But whether the Ridgway figures are to be discounted or not, 
there can be little doubt on the score that we have been giving 
the Chinese Reds more punishment than they .bargained for. The 
toll taken by our superior fire power and our air forces has been 
terrific. 

We have been employing another little trick that plays havoc 
with their men. Our fliers lay down 50,000 to 100,000 gallons of 
deadly jellied gasoline over an area where the Reds are dug in. 
Then the substance is lighted as low-flying planes come in strafing 
with rockets and machine guns. A sea of flames envelops the area, 
exhausting the oxygen from the air and smothering any of the 
enemy hidden away in foxholes. 

In that way we have been wiping them out wholesale. Con- 
sidering the fact that our airpower is virtually unchallenged, that 
alone should be enough to make up for any advantage the Chinese 
hold in numbers. The Ridgway figures may not seem high in the 
light of these factors. 


Strategic Retreat When the final history of the Chinese 
intervention is written it may show that 
the retreat of our forces from North Korea below the 38th parallel 
was more strategic than precipitant. It may be that we deliber- 
ately fell back to force the Chinese to extend their supply lines. 
Then we started cutting these lines to ribbons with our air force. 
We could not have done this so effectively if the fighting had 
been concentrated near the Manchurian border, for the United 
Nations mandate under which we are operating did not permit us 
to cross the border. It is a silly sort of a war, but that is the way 
we are having to fight it. 

Now that we have them spread out we are really letting them 
have it. The poorly equipped and underfed Chinese Reds are 
finding out what it means to go up against superior and well- 
trained forces. Reports from Hong Kong tend to bear out the heavy 
casualties we are supposed to have inflicted. Hospitals through- 
out China are said to be piling up with wounded soldiers. 


. But before making any final appraisal of 
Wait and See the current situation it will be well to wait 
and see what the Reds do next. After their first savage attack 
on our forces last November, the Chinese Communists resorted 
to mystifying military conduct. They struck sudden blows across 
the Yalu River and while the advantage was still theirs they pulled 
back and retreated to Manchuria. It was merely a tricky prelude 
to what was to follow, for they later struck with a full-fledged 
offensive. 

They may be up to some more of their tricky business again, 
but the evidence indicates that they are paying a heavy price for 
their folly. Peiping cannot afford to go on suffering the stag- 
gering casualties we have inflicted during the past month. 

Soon Chiang Kai-shek would be able to move in with his 
well-trained army of 500,000 men from Formosa and clean up the 
Chinese mess for us. It will be interesting to watch developments 
for the next 30 days.

The Property Levy 


The Editors: I have noted with interest the 


editorial relative to the State withdrawing from 
the property tax field, and your comment “Are 
the counties so lacking in courage that they 
fear to levy just taxes?” 

I feel quite sure that the county assessors 


quite generally are possessed of as much courage 


as those employed by the State, and are equally 
as competent to levy just taxes if they had the 
tools which the State has and which the coun- 


ties would not have if the State withdrew en- . 


tirely from the property tax field. 

As an illustration, the State issues automo- 
bile tags (not the counties) and furnishes the 
assessors in each county with a list of the names 
and addresses of everyone who owns a Car, 
showing the make and year model. Were it 
not for this information the local assessors would 
assess only such cars as were voluntarily re- 
turned by the owners, and the many thousands 
which the owners failed to return would go 
tax free. 

Another illustration: The State issues licenses 
to corporations to do business in the State and 
has the power, which it exercises, to require 
these corporations to furnish annually a finan- 
cial statement, copies of which are furnished the 
local assessors from which they can _ intelli- 
gently assess their property for taxes. 

The State’s five-mill tax has yielded about 
$6,000,000 per year. If it was reduced to one 
mill it would still yield about. $1,200,000.

provision of our tax laws permitting oil companies to write off 2712 per cent of their gross income 
before they begin to figure their taxes—a “depletion allowance.” In your language, it is a deduction. 


It is, in its effect, a subsidy, too. 

When Secretary of Treasury Snyder was 
explaining to the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee the Administration’s proposed $10,000,- 
000,000 defense tax bill which cuts so deeply 
into low incomes, he suggested also that “‘sev- 
eral hundred million dollars” could be raised by 
reducing the oil depletion allowance from 272 
to 15 per cent. 


This was a recommendation, not for the 
current bill, but for a “second bite” tax 
measure planned later. There is general 
agreement in Congress, in the interest of 
speed on the present bill, to defer the oil tax 
and other “controversial” issues. 


Sec. Snyder knows what he’s up against in the 
oil tax proposal. He recommended it to Con- 
gress last year and got snubbed. When you go 


around the Capitol asking members of Congress. 


about the prospects, they shake their heads and 
tell you privately that oil is too powerful. They 
explain, too, that this is not a simple issue. And 
it isn’t. 

Oil has a case for some allowance. Other 
venture enterprises get allowances. There are 
necessary risks in prospecting for oil, finding 
new wells, for often you go to the expense of 
drilling and get no oil. Likewise, when the oil 
in a field is exhausted, that’s all there is. That 
winds up that particular business. 

The allowance is to cover the risks and the

depletion of wells, and is also in the nature of 
an incentive to discover new wells. Some allow- 
ance is justified. But members of Congress who 
have spent years in study ,of taxation tell you 
the present allowance is excessive, which is what 
the Treasury Department also holds on the basis 
of its investigations. — 

The big companies certainly could, and should, 
pay more if taxation is to be fair and equitable 
to finance a defense program in which all are 
supposed to sacrifice. 

Why is oil so powerful here? First, there 
is its lobby. That includes not only the industry 
itself and affiliated interests, but ramifies out to 
filling-station owners and operators, automobile 
clubs and the like. It is highly organized. 


In the second place, when the lobby goes into. 


action it finds friends in very influential posts 
in Congress. For example, Texas, one of the 
big oil States, has the Speaker of the House, 
Rep. Sam Rayburn, and the assistant leader of 
the Senate, Lyndon Johnson. Texas is repre- 
sented on the powerful Senate Finance Commit- 
tee, which handles tax legislation in that body, 
by Sen. Tom Connally. Oklahoma, another. big 
oil State, is represented on that committee by 
Sen. Robert S. Kerr, himself a big oil man, a 
powerful behind-the-scenes figure in Democratic 
Party affairs here in Congress. There are othets 
friendly to oil who are highly placed.

The Mobilizer Can Dispel the Doubt 


W ASHINGTON—It

During the mornings, perhaps, 


groups of the more defeatist politicians and Government officials might alternate with parties of 
worried Allies and of the narrower sort of businessmen; while larger troops of ordinary voters 


eould be admitted in the afternoons. 


The mere spectacle of this huge, raw-boned, 
red-faced, ham-fisted man is in itself reassuring. 
There is something natural and simple, and 
powerful about Wilson that must strike even the 
sort of politician who normally has eyes only 
for the main chance. And if Wilson would talk 
for a bit in his plain unvarnished way about 
America and what America can do, the doubt 
and defeatism in which most people clammily 
wallow nowadays would be suddenly dispelled, 
like smog shredding away before a gust of good 
air. 

What manner of man Charles Wilson may be 
fs now a vitally important question, since he is, 
in his own person, the national device for making 
up for criminally lost time. In the Govern- 
ment, the seismic shocks resulting from the De- 
fense Mobilizer’s enormous new powers over 
production, manpower, wages, prices, raw ma-~ 
terials, housing and research can already be ob- 
served in the miffed expressions of Cabinet mem- 
bers whose new boss he has in fact become. In 
the country, his effort will probably be little 
noticed until the man in the streets feels the 
fnevitably unpleasant first effects, in the form of 
shortages, labor dislocations and the like. 


“The worst problem I've got.” Wilson 
says himself, “is that we have to take war- 
time measures in peacetime, when people 
aren't ready for them.” 


But this national unawareness is, of course, 
the penalty for having to make up for lost time. 
Wilson’s task, as he conceives it, is to rebuild the 
dismantled defenses of the United States and the 
Western World in the shortest possible interval, 
thus reducing to a minimum the unavoidable 
time of danger when a weak Western defense 
invites Soviet aggression. For a while, because 
the task of deferise has been ut off for so long, 
measures that would normally be taken only in 
wartime must be adopted in what passes for 
peacetime. It does not bother Wilson. 

“If I thought I. could get the job done any 
faster.” he says, “I’d just ask for whatever I 
needed to do it. In this business, it’s the coun- 
try you've got to think about.” 

The job he has set for himself is nothing less 
d¢han a permanent expansion of American pro- 
ductivity of between 15 and 25 per cent. There 
were three approaches he could choose from 
when he was, named Defense Mobilizer. The 
‘first was business-as-usual, which meant not 
getting the job done at all. The second was 
going onto a full war basis, which meant turn- 
ing the whole economy upside down to achieve 
the flood of production needed for a shooting 
- War; and then seeing a great mass of obsolescent 
weapons pile up and the economy go into a nose 
dive if war did not come. 


These approaches he has rejected, in favor 
ef the more imaginative one of permanently 


a, 


‘already 


lifting the whole national economy to an entirely 
new level, at which enough will be produced to 
satisfy all defense needs short of all-out war, 
and to maintain the present American living 
standard at the same time. He figures that if 


‘the country accepts temporary controls, if the 


Congress goes along on stiff taxes and credit re- 
strictions to prevent swelling civilian consump- 
tion, and if business and labor co-operate, it will 
take about 18 months. 


“The orders are going in now,” -he ex- 
plains. “Pretty soon, the bad time will begin, 
when the controls pinch and there are dis- 
locations. But in around a year and a half, 
even the long lead defense items ought to be 
coming off the production line so fast they’ll 
need the state of Texas to store them in.” 


It sounds simple when he says it. You even 
feel it will be easy when he remarks, for in- 
stance, that the war potential of American in- 
dustry, having already been doubled and tripled 
and quintupled between 1940 and 1945, has in- 
visibly increased by another 50 per cent between 
1945 and 1950. 


In fact, of course, there will be nothing easy 
or simple about this business of increasing the 
immense productivity of the United 
States to make comfortable room for a huge de- 
fense output. Wilson will have plenty of head- 
aches, and will be on the receiving end of plenty 
of brickbats, before the task is finishefl. But, 
after a good many years as a legendary captain 
of industry, he still retains the toughness of 
Hell’s Kitchen, where he began life; he has faith 
in America, and he knows his work. If Wilson 
cannot do the job, nobody can.

She let herself be coerced down the Inland Waterway

the radio program named “Town 
Meeting on the Air” late last 
month, and the bulk of the mail 
is in. In the regard to their 
worries, about 75 per cent of 
the letter writers indicated that 
they worried most about the lack 
of moral and ethical security, 
lack of leadership in Washing- 
ton. and lack of a clear defini- 
tion of national goals. 

They were less concerned 
about théir financial status. 


SOME 42 PER CENT stressed 
this worry: imminence of war. 
Only 18 per cent of the letters 
brought in the question of eco- 
nomic security. Five per cent 
worried about being drafted, or 
having an 18-year-old son or 
other member of the family 
drafted. 


Cancer and Communism 
concerned two per cent of 
the writers, and a shade under 
that percentage felt the coun- 
try was losing its democratic 
principles. 


The amateurs and hopeful 
headline writers composed a 
great number of different 
“streamers,” some of which 
would bring a yell of rage from 
a crusty slot man jealows of the 
looks of his front page. 

There were such heads as 
“Russia Blasted Off the Face of 
the World” and “Oppressed Rus- 
sian People Overthrow the So- 
viet Regime.”. Other headwrit- 
ers liked “Russia Becomes Chris- 
tian.” 

But about half the writers— 
the program attracted about 
4,000 replies—composed head- 
lines having to do with a new 
understanding among the na- 
tions and nonmilitary solutions 
of world problems. Thirty per 
cent longed for one word, in 
very large type. The word was 
“PEACE!” 

Fifteen per cent longed for 
violent solutions to today’s men- 
aces: “Stalin Assassinated.” And 
a slightly smaller percentage 
put it on the broader scale of 
“Russia Wiped Out.” Nine per 
cent hoped for successful nego- 
tiations within the UN, along 
such lines as “Russia Reconsid- 
ers, Drops Iron Curtain.” 

One guy liked “Stalin and His 
Aides Crash jn Plane on Way 
to Attend Mao Tse-tung’s Fu- 
neral,” and more than one 
wanted to read “A-Bomb 
Dropped on Moscow.” Another 
suggestion, along more passive 
lines: “Stalin Invites Msgr.

There'll Be a Tomorrow 


If Georgia’s possible -expenditure in the next fiscal year—anywhere from 
$175,600,000 to maybe $190,000,000; depending on the sales tax—occasionally brings 
pangs of alarm, one has only to consider the national budget to realize that the 


State sum is rather insignificant. 


Illustrating the vastness of the national ex- 


penditure, it would be quite correct for some “Believe It or Not” of the future to 


state: 


“Government ‘spending in the United States for the 


fiscal year 1951-52 


consisted of such a large sum that if it were represented by dollar bills laid end to end, the bills 
would stretch to the moon and back 35 times.” Under the pay-as-we-go program, Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder this week outlined to Congress his plans for collecting $10,000,000,000 in new taxes 


this year, to be followed soon by another pro- 
gram calculated to bring in an additional $6,500,- 
000,000, or a total of $16,500;000,000 in new taxes, 


Georgia’s share in this added-tax program 
would be $330,000,000, on a per capita basis. 
Naturally, that much money won’t be sup- 
plied by the State’s citizens, for excise taxes 
and corporation taxes won't take as heavy a 
bite here as they will in areas where indus- 
trialization and buying power are greater. 


Republicans clamoring for a reduction in non- 
defense spending on the national front estimate 
that on the basis of contractual obligations na- 
tional expenditures in the next fiscal year will 
amount to nearly $100,000,000,000. This figure is 
at considerable variance with the “true” budget 
presented by President Truman. This budget 
totals $71,600,000,000. Democrats, too, are asking 
that nondefense spending be curtailed as much 
as possible, but for the sake of an extreme, let us 
say that the Republicans are only $10,000,000,000 
off on their estimates of 1951-52 spending, and 
place the sum, with contractual authority, at 
$90,000,000,000. 


On the basis of a $90,000,000,000 expenditure, 
Georgia’s share on a per capita basis would be 
$1,800,000,000. This lacks only a few hundred 
million of being the equal of all retail sales in the 
State in the period of a year. Once again, how- 
ever, it must be remembered that earning power 
in Georgia is considerably below that in more 
favored sections of the country, so the State 
really won’t be tagged for $1,800,000,000 as its 
contribution to the national budget. Nevertheless, 
the exact sum will be considerable. 


The cost of running the national government 
in a world in which it must be strongly on guard 


involves such huge sums it defies contemplation in 
trying to translate the cost to individual citizens. 


Yet, if zeros were placed on the end of figures 
until they ran off this page, there would be no 
way one could place money in balance with the 
human lives at stake in the conflict of democracy 
and Communism. 


The United States has been described as the 
core of freedom in a world already largely over- 
run by the forces of slavery. It is going to take 
mobilization of all our resources to keep this 
country free, so people realize vast national 
spending for defense is necessary. 


The problem is to use the national indus- 
trial and its potential of wealth in a manner 
which will carry for a long time the load of 
defense without cracking the economy. That 
is why many Congressmen and businessmen 
are interested in seeing that the budget does 
not include spending for items which aren't 
absolutely essential. Nevertheless, care must 
be taken that funds are not denied endeavors 
essential though seemingly removed from the 
immediate bulwarking of our defenses. 


Foremost in this category would be the 
schools. The nation cannot afford to fail to nur- 
ture the institutions which give value to the lives 
of our future citizens. The children in school to- 
day will have a tremendous responsibility when 
they attain full citizenship. Our stake in the fu- 
ture is no less than our stake in the present. In 
translating our potential of today into armed 
might for our safety, we must remember there 
will be a tomorrow when intelligence and train- 
ing and responsibility will be our armament in a 
world which still will be filled with problems, 
even when the last gun has sounded and the last 
plane has carried its cargo of doom.

Life Conference 


Opens Here Thursday 


In the light of today’s headlines, when every family is being 
forced to re-elevate its‘needs in a war-threatened world, many 
family groups will find answers to their most urgent questions 
this week at the Third Georgia Conference on Family Life, which 


is open to the public. 

Meeting the needs of the fam- 
ily today—social, physical, emo- 
tional and_ spiritual—is the 
theme of the conference, which 
opens Thursday at 8 p. m., at 
the City Auditorium and will 
last until noon Saturday. 

Highlighting the conference 
will be two talks by Dr. Lil- 
lian Gilbreth, motion study ex- 
pert. Her talk Thursday at 8 
p. m. will be on “The Family 
at the Mid-Century,” and Fri- 
day at 8 p. m. she will speak 
on the “Importance of Family 
Citizenship in a Democracy.” 

Sharing the spotlight with Dr. 
Gilbreth Friday night will be 
Dr. Winston La Barre, profes- 
sor of anthropology at Duke 
University, who will speak on 
“The Anthropologist Looks at 
the Family.” 


Stressing the fact that the 
Sabbath was made for man, 
and not man for the Sabbath, 
La Barre believes that it is 
“perfectly clear to every 
thoughtful and socially re- 
sponsible individual that our 
difficulties are many times 
failures and inadequacies of 
institutions and not of human 
beings.” This view will char- 
acterize his talk. 


Social needs of the family 
will be treated by Dr, Allen D. 
Albert of the sociology depart- 
ment at Emory University Fri- 
dav at 9:30 a. m. 

Stressing the loss of solidar- 
itv within the family group oc- 
casioned by the urban move- 
ment, Dr. Albert will point out 
ways in which the individual 
and the institution can. bind 
the family more closely to- 
gether as a closely knit group 
which works together for the 
whole. 

Spiritual needs of the family 
will be discussed by Dr. Zach 
Henderson, -president of Geor- 
gia State Teachers College. 

Dr. Henderson names, as the 
family’s four deepest spiritual 
needs, the need to respect hu- 
man beings as persons, the need 
for clean and upright living as 
the happiest way of life, the 
need for worship, and the need 
for faith.

Climaxing the conference will 
be a talk by Morris Abram, local 
lawyer, who will discuss what 
Georgia can do to meet the 
needs of its families. 

Takifg his discussion from 
specific suggestions of panel 
groups, Abram will also discuss 
what he believes to be one of 
the deepest needs of the Georgia 
families—equality of social serv- 
ice. 

“The status of one third of 
Georgia’s children depresses the 
status of the other two thirds,” 
says Abram. “All children 
should be offered the same op- 
portunities so every family can 
be better taken care of. Social 
services to all should be equal. 
The laws provide these things, 
but administrations do not al- 
ways live up'to the law.”

To Solve Teen Dress Poser

Along. with algebraic square roots, irregular French verbs, 


chemistry formulas and growing pains there 


comes an age when to 


appear more than once in the same evening dress is an open ad- 


mission of being a social drip. 
This era in a woman's life is 


usually heralded by frequent 
ringing of the telephone, long, 
low conversations, punctuated 
by spurts of girlish laughter, 
followed by moods of depression 
_ or exhilaration, which are more 
significant than any spoken 
word. 


Mothers, ever alert for dis- 
tress signals on the part of their 
offspring, have been known, as 
the warnings became increas- 
ingly clear, to begin consulting 
catalogs on convents in. the 
south of France for Susie, or 
checking on accommodations at 
rest homes for themselves. 


Mrs. Devereaux McClatchey, 
Jr., did neither. She enrolled 
with Miss Frances Mauck, a lo- 
cal sewing teacher, for a group 
of sewing lessons. As a result 
young Eve McClatchey’s eve- 
ning gown problem has been 
reduced at least by half. In- 
stead of pondering which eve- 
ning dress to wear to which 
dance, Eve only has to decide 
which of seven net skirts she 
will wear with which of two 
tops. In fact, she can wear all 
the skirts at once, if she wants 
too, with far from ill effects. 


At the moment, the skirts al- 
ternate between red and gray 
net and when worn together in 
alternate layers, they create an 
iridescent look. Each one, which 
is slightly different in design, 
with unpressed pleats, fullness 
over the hips, or gathered all 
around, is attached to a narrow 
tape to eliminate bulk around 
the waist and the net was cut 
and draped to avoid seams. 


The bodice, which repeats 
_ the color theme of red and gray 
(Eve’s schoo] colors), is com- 
posed of petals of a textured 
upholstery fabric in gray, faced 
with red and assembled with 
welt seams to allow for a faint 
etching of the red to show. 
This is attached to a halter of 
red net. The alternate bodice 
of red velvet is finished with 
a cuff neckline. 

Of course you realize that 
there are unlimited possibili- 
ties with this designing formula. 
Additional skirts can be added 
from time to time in varying 
fabrics and colors. as well as 
additional tops. For instance, 
for a Valentine dance, Mrs. Mc- 
Clatchey plans a_ white lace 
bodice to be worn with the red 
net skirts. Later in the Sum- 
mer, the red net is expected 
to give way to a rainbow skirt of 
pastel nets and by Fall there 
should be a skirt of black vel- 
vet. 

In the meantime, Eve’s cloth- 
ing problems have been further 
simplified. Fittings; the most 
tedious and time +consuming 
item of dressmaking, are done 
entirely on a dress form. This 
form was drawn up to Eve's 
height and proportions, then 
fitted with a French tunic of 
heavy unbleached muslin, with 
waistline, hipline and a variety 
of necklines, round V, square, 
stitched in -blue thread. It has 
detachable arms for fitting gar- 
ments with sleeves, such as 
co&ts and suits, but no head to 
issue complaints about stand- 
ing too long, or squeals when 
pins are stuck in it.

“For the great majority of 
families,” said Dean Siefkin “a 
program of life insurance is the 
only practicable .way for the 
bread winner to provide for 
care of dependents in case of 
his death. Because creation of 
an estate through life insurance 
is a method which each person 
works out for him or herself and 
pays for with his or her own 
efforts—it is the American way 
of attaining family security.” 

“One-fifth of the life insur- 
ance in force is on lives of 
women and women are. the 
beneficiaries of at least three- 
fourths of all death benefits, 
nearly 60 per cent being paid 
to widows alone. And the 
women also receive a sizeable 
portion of payments to living 
policy holders.”

Ways To Save 


At Homework 


By BETSY LOCHRIDGE 

The time and motion studies 
that increase efficiency in busi- 
ness and industry can be just 


as valuable time and energy 
savers if the homemaker will 
apply them to her own business 
of running a home. 


This is one of the firm be- 
liefs of Dr. Lillian Gilbreth, in- 
dustrial engineer, mother of the 
twelve children in “Cheaper By 
the Dozen,” and a pioneer in 
the improvement of family liv- 
ing where labor saving devices, 
working surfaces and _ table 
heights are concerned. 


In town to speak Thursday at 
8 p. m. at the Third Conference 
on Family Life at the city audi- 
torium, Dr. Gilbreth has intro- 
duced work processes that re- 
duce both time and effort, 
kitchen equipment fitted to 
limited space, and suggested 
habits of work and activity 
fitted to the individual family’s 
standards. 


As an example of time and 
motion study applied to the 
home, Dr. Gilbreth cites the 
kitchen planned by the New 
York Heart Association for 
women with heart condition. 


“This kitchen is equally valu- 
able for all housewives who 
want to save time and energy,” 
says Dr. Gilbreth. “All kitchen 
equipment is placed at a height 
to eliminate stretching or bend- 
ing. Equipment is grouped 
around the work area in which 
it will be used. For instance, 
vegetables and coffee are placed 
next to the stove and the sink. 
Everything is placed where it 
will be used.” 


“Such an ideal kitchen, de- 
signed for maximum efficiency 
must be planned around the in- 
dividual homemaker and her 
needs,” says Dr. Gilbreth. “The 
homemaker should measure her- 
self to determine the _ ideal 
height for stove, tables, sink 
and refrigerator. She should 
measure to see her arm stretch, 
in order to place all equipment 
in a certain work area within 
easy reach.” 


“However, the average 
homemaker, who often has no 
voice in the planning of her 
kitchen, but must take one 
ready-planned, will probably 
not be able to arrange an ideal 
time saving set-up. She will 
find her best solution,” de- 
clares Dr. Gilbreth, “in a table 
on wheels, setting up a defi- 
nite transportation pattern.” 


If the homemaker is inter- 
ested in saving herself time and 
energy by applying the prin- 
ciples of time and motion study 
to her kitchen, and other facets 
of homemaking, she must do 
four things, according to Dr. 
Gilbreth. 

1. She has to be honestly in- 
terested in making her job as 
homemaker more efficient. 


2. She must be willing to

NEW YORK, Feb. 7—(4)—The New York Yankees Wednes- 
day received their best piece of news since their World Series 
sweep of the Philadelphia Phils last October in the receipt of 
the signed contract of Joe DiMaggio, who will play this season 
for another $100,000. 

As per custom, no salary figures were announced but Gen- 
eral Manager George Weiss said that the star centerfielder will 
earn as much as he made in each of the 1949 and 1950 seasons 
when his salary was a reported $100,000. . 

DiMaggio’s acceptance of terms was interpreted by Weiss 
as a good sign in more ways than one. He hoped that Joe s 
action would spur other Yankee regulars, who up to now have 
shown a reluctance to come into the fold. DiMag is only the 
fourth Yankee regular to sign for 1951. Non-signers include 
such stars as Yogi Berra. Hank Bauer, Billy Johnson, Cliff 
Mapes; Tommy Byrne, Vie Raschi and Joe Page. 

The new pact continues DiMaggio as one of the two highest 

aid players in the history of the game. Ted Williams of the 
Boston Red Sox is the only other player reportedly earning a 
salary of six figures.
